AFTER VISIT FROM FORMER PRESIDENT

SEOULFormer President 
Bin Clinton brought 
two freed U,S, journal- 
ists out of North Korea 
early Wednesday fol- 
lowing rare talks with 
reclusive leader Kim 
Jong II, who pardoned Ling 
the women sentenced 
to hard labor for enter- 
ing the country ille- 
gaily. 

Euna Lee and Laura 
Ling were heading 
back to the U,S, with 
Clinton, his spokesman 
Matt McKenna said, 
less than 24 hours after 
the former U,S, leader 
landed in the North Korean capital on a private, 
humanitarian trip to secure their release. 

The women, dressed in short-sleeved shirts 
and jeans, appeared healthy as they climbed 
the steps to the plane and shook hands with 
Clinton before getting into the jet, APTN foot- 
age in Pyongyang showed, Clinton waved, put 
his hand over his heart and then saluted. 

North Korean officials waved as the plane 
took off McKenna said the flight was bound 
for L,A,, where the journalists will be reunited 
with their families. The White House had no 
comment.

and engaging in “hostile acts,” 

U,S, Secretary of State Hillary Clinton had 
urged North Korea last month to grant them 
amnesty, saying they were remorseful and their 
families anguished. 

North Korean media characterized the 
women’s release as proof of “humanitarian and 
peace-loving policy” 

Clinton’s landmark trip to Pyongyang also 
resulted in rare talks with Kim that state -run 
media described as “wide-ranging” and “exhaus- 
tive,” The meeting was Kim’s first with a promi- 
nent Western figure since reportedly suffering 
a stroke nearly a year ago. 

While the White House emphasized the pri- 
vate nature of Clinton’s trip, his landmark visit 
to Pyongyang to free the Americans was a coup 
that came at a time of heightened tensions over 
North Korea’s nuclear program.

and other activities that require drivers to take 
their eyes off the road and their focus away

Meanwhile, over at the Pentagon, officials 
are reviewing the use of Facebook and other 
social networking sites on its computers with 
an eye toward setting rules on how to protect 
against possible security risks.

REDEYE 

The “ding” of the elevator signals the nightlife- 
seeker’s arrival at Chicago’s most buzzed-about 
destination. 

The doors open. The sound of laughter and 
conversation is overwhelming. 

The pretty people are dressed to impress. 
Women stand in 3 -inch heels and clingy, cleav- 
age-boosting dresses. They flirt with guys wear- 
ing designer jeans. Waitresses fetch cocktails. 
Friends pose for cell phone photos. Partygoers 
hang out in cabanas and gaze at the city skyline. 

Welcome to Chicago’s hottest summer social 
scene: the rooftop. 

“It’s definitely the place that everybody wants 
to be,” said Giselle Caamano, marketing man- 
ager of Market in the West Loop. The bar, with 
a sidewalk cafe, beer garden and fourth-floor 
rooftop lounge, opened in May It offers an 
unobstructed view of the city’s big three— the 
Trump, Hancock and Willis towers. 

“As Chicagoans, we experience 9 to 10 months 
of really crummy weather, so any opportunity 
you have to be outside is great,” Caamano said. 
“With sidewalk cafes, you’re dealing so much with 
people passing by or the traffic. When you’re up 
there, it seems like a whole other world.” 

In the past couple of years, Chicago has seen 
a surge of swanky rooftop lounges, especially at 
hotels. In May, Roof, on the 27th floor of The 
Wit Hotel downtown, joined Market in offering 
an airy venue where Chicagoans can mingle. 

Last October, the Vertigo Sky Lounge at the 
Dana Hotel and Spa in River North opened 
on the 26th floor. C-View on the 29th floor of 


the Affinia Chicago Hotel in Streeterville and 
ZED451 in River North unveiled their rooftop 
decks last year. Other members of the rooftop 
club: Chaise Lounge in Bucktown since 2007 
and Citizen Bar in River North since 2006. 

More rooftop bars are planned. Sherife Jusufi, 
co-owner of Sulims House in Lincoln Park, said 
she hopes to open a rooftop by mid- to late 
September. Even though Sully’s has a sidewalk 
cafe, patrons keep asking about the rooftop 


deck, Jusufi said. 

“It’s some fascination with, I think, being 
in the sky, being just higher than regular street 
level,” she said. 

It’s the view that helps make rooftops a main 
nightlife attraction. 

“I love that it’s airy in here,” Christina Barajas, 
25, of Romeoville, said while hanging out with 
her girlfriends on a Saturday night at The Wit 
facing Marina City “You have such a nice view I

Rules of the rooftop roost 


Developers building rooftop bars have to jump through 
a number of hoops before the city allows them to open 
their space to the public. 

The city’s Department of Buildings reviews build- 
ing plans to make sure they’re compliant with the city’s 
code, issues construction permits and inspects the site 
when it’s being built and once it’s finished, said spokes- 
man Bill McCaffrey 

Safety requirements, which are the same for decks 
no matter how high up the deck is, include installing a 


railing that is at least 42 inches high and strong enough 
to withstand at least the minimum pressure threshold, 
he said. 

Before a rooftop lounge can open for business, it needs 
an outdoor patio liquor license, at a cost of $1,760 for a 
two-year period, said Efrat Stein, spokeswoman for the 
city’s Department of Business Affairs and Consumer 
Protection. It’s a process that includes a 30 -day pub- 
lic comment period and can take up to 90 days for the 
license to be issued, she said, leonor vivanco

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GREEN IN THE CITY 

Rooftops aren’t just for partying. Chicago had the most 
green roof space of any city in North America (534,507 
square feet), according to 2008 statistics from Green Roofs 
for Healthy Cities, an industry association that advocates 
for green roofs. City officials planted a rooftop garden at 
City Hall in 2000. Last month. Mayor Daley attended the 
dedication ceremony for the certified organic rooftop farm 
at Uncommon Ground’s restaurant in Edgewater. 

love the view more than anything.” 

Bargoers can gaze at the stars too. A number of celebrities 
have been spotted at Roof in recent weeks, includingjon Bon 
Jovi, Richie Sambora, former Bull Ben Gordon, former Sox 
player Frank Thomas and basketball player Antoine Walker. 

The rich and famous might get VIP access to rooftop 
bars, but the rest can expect to see lines on weekends and 
even weekdays for happy hour at the city’s hot spots. 

Sandhya Nagubadi, 36, waited in a short line last 
Wednesday night at The Wit. She said she’d stopped by 
twice in recent weeks but left because the line was too long. 
“They make us wait in a line more to hype it up, to show 
this is a happening place,” said Nagubadi, a physician who 
lives downtown. 

Until recently. Rock Bottom Restaurant and Brewery, 
which has had a rooftop above its second floor open for 
14 years, used to be the only game in town— downtown at 
least. ‘About three years ago, we were like all of the sudden, 
‘Whoa, we’ve got competition,’ ” said Jen Thompson, man- 
aging partner. 

For downtown developers, there’s nowhere to go but up. 

“For the developers of restaurants, retail and hotels, 
everything’s vertical,” said Marcus Marshall, director of food 
and beverage at The Wit Hotel. “Everybody’s looking for 
space. It’s not available at street level, so the alternate space 
is rooftops.” 

The Wit included Roof— the hotel’s rooftop lounge— in 
its plans in part because of the growing popularity of roof- 
tops, he said. 

The Vertigo Sky Lounge at the Dana Hotel and Spa was 
designed to appeal to both Chicagoans and hotel guests, said 
Gene Kornota, one of the hotel owners. The rooftop has 
indoor and outdoor space because he intended for it to be 
open year-round and guests can still enjoy the view. 

“The idea was to create the feel of {being] in some rich 
friend’s penthouse apartment,” Kornota said. 

Rooftop lounges maybe a bright spot in the gloomy hotel 
industry, which saw a 54.6 percent occupancy rate in the first 
half of 2009 —a 10.9 percent drop compared with the same 
period in 2008, according to Smith Travel Research. 

At one point, Dana Hotel developers considered just top- 
ping off the hotel due to rising construction costs, Kornota 
said. The idea was nixed, and business at Vertigo has exceed- 
ed sales projections by 50 percent, he said. 

Rooftops often exude an air of exclusivity said Antoinette 
Merrill, 26, a human resources analyst who lives in 
Schaumburg. But what separates Chicago from other cities 
is the view and the lack of jaw-dropping cover charges, she 
said while sitting at Market. 

“To be able to {hang out at rooftops] in a city that offers 
just as much as Vegas at no cost, why not?” she said. 

The best thing about being on a rooftop? “You feel away 
from everything else— traffic and congestion,” Merrill said. 
“You feel like you’re on top of the world.”

Man fights off attackers in Lincoln Park; 
cops say it’s not related to recent attacks

The recent muggings in Lincoln Park were 
on a South Side man’s mind as he walked his 
lo -speed Schwinn in the dark Monday near 
the Peggy Notebaert Nature Museum. 

Be on guard, he told himself. Four men had 
been robbed and severely beaten last week in 
separate early-morning incidents, prompting 
police to issue a community warning. 

He ended up fending off an attack by 
waving around his bike lock, he said. “It was 
almost like my senses were kind of putting 
me in line for what was to happen,” said the 
36 -year-old man, who asked not to be identi- 
fied for fear his attackers might seek retribu- 
tion. 

Chicago police on Tuesday said the late- 
night robbery is likely not part of a violent 
string of attacks in Lincoln Park, and detec- 
tives continued poring over older reports to 
see whether any other incidents fit the pat- 
tern. 

Detectives moved quickly to issue a warn- 
ing over the weekend about four muggings 
in the area that were linked— two Thursday 
and two Saturday, all in the early-morning 
hours— because of how concentrated and 
violent they were. 

In those attacks — in the 600 block ofWest 
Fullerton Parkway, the 2100 block of North 
Stockton Drive, the 2000 block of North 
Cleveland Avenue and the 300 block of West 
Webster Avenue— several men in their early 
20 s attacked victims from behind with their 
fists and then demanded wallets, police said. 

One person suffered a broken jaw. 

No arrests have been made, but police 
were following several leads. 

Robberies in the district are down 7 per- 
cent through June, the department said. The 
robberies are typically more isolated and ran- 
dom than the four recent violent attacks, a 
police source said. 

Meanwhile, police said Tuesday there

With his right hand holding up his bike, 
the man reached with his left hand into his 
left pocket and threw $137 in cash at the man 
with the stick. 

After the men looked like they were going 
to approach, the victim grabbed the U-lock 
resting on his handlebar, let his bike fall to 
the ground and started swinging the lock 
wide. He raised his voice, hoping he would 
attraction attention. 

One of the attackers told his friends they 
should leave since the victim was putting up 
a fight, and they fled, the victim recalled. 

“This lock was my saving grace, really,” the 
victim said.

For 20 years, Schubas has been one of the top 
music clubs in the city It has helped launch 
fledgling artists such as Dave Matthews, 
Modest Mouse, Feist and My Morning Jacket, 
among others. 

And for 20 years, it has seen those artists 
move on to bigger venues and promoters, who 
reaped the benefits. 

That in part explains why Chris and 
Mike Schuba, the brothers who co-own the 
Southport Avenue club, are preparing to open a 
new midsize music venue, Lincoln Hall, at 2424 
N. Lincoln Ave. in the fall to complement their 
first club. It will join a music scene crowded with 
similar-size rock venues, including the Double 
Door, Martyrs’ and Logan Square Auditorium. 
But the owners say they can thrive by basically 
doing a larger version of Schubas, which has 
built its reputation on astute bookings, excel- 
lent sound and an intimate atmosphere. 


The new location, on the former site of the 
Three Penny movie house (built in 1913), will be 
about three times the size of Schubas, which has 
a capacity of 167. The Schuba brothers and their 
partners bought the 4,400 -square-foot Lincoln 
Avenue property last September for $2.7 million 
and have sunk hundreds of thousands of dollars 
into it to create a soundproofed, two-level con- 
cert space. A front room and bar will serve food. 
But the primary focus will be music. 

“We’ve been looking three years for a build- 
ing that would create a human-scale, intimate 
experience where we can put the music first,” 
says Chris Schuba, 56, as he walks the dust-cov- 
ered mezzanine while construction workers 
weld, saw and hammer around him. 

The club is still wending its way through the 
complex world of inspections and licensing 
required by the city, a process that has become 
even more arduous since the E2 nightclub disas- 
ter on the South Side claimed 21 lives in 2003. 


“E2 was a huge game-changer for the city 
and the clubs,” Chris Schuba says. “Clubs have 
been under intense scrutiny, and this one is no 
exception.” 

“I’m not aware of any problems,” says Aid. Vi 
Daley, whose 43rd Ward includes Lincoln Hall. 
“Everything appears on track.” 

Questions remain whether Chicago’s live 
music scene, one of the most vibrant in the 


world despite less-than-avid endorsement from 
City Hall, can accommodate yet another major 
venue, especially amid a recession. 

“It’ll put a dent” in some other similar- 
size venues, says Nick Miller, vice president 
of Chicago-based concert promoters Jam 
Productions. Miller works with numerous clubs 
to book shows, including Schubas and many of 
its competitors.

ARVADA, Colo. You won’t find a perfectly 
ripe tomato at Martin Palumbo’s grocery 
store. You won’t even find a perfect can of 
tomatoes. 

What you will find are lots of dented cans 
of tomatoes and a growing number of custom- 
ers hungry for these and other staples sold at 
deep discounts, such as cereal boxes crushed by 
forklifts and bottles of salad dressing past their 
“sell-by” dates. 

Sales at Palumbo’s Friday Store in suburban 
Denver have surged in recent months, mir- 
roring the trend at so-called salvage grocers 
nationwide, as the recession makes frugal liv- 
ing appealing to more Americans. 

So while food prices generally have fallen 
from last summer’s record highs, many peo- 
ple— not just the poor— have reasons to bar- 
gain-shop for groceries. 

To capture a piece of this market, big-box 
retailers are selling more food these days. They 
are snatching business from traditional grocers, 
who are trying to hold on to customers by pack- 
ing their shelves with more no-frills products. 

At the very end of the food retailing chain are 
the salvage grocers, whose prices are often more 
than 50 percent less than traditional grocers’. 

People who frequent salvage stores do the 
bulk of their food shopping at traditional gro- 
cers. A trip to the salvage grocer, they say, is 
more like a treasure hunt— what’s available one 
week may not be the next time around.

For anyone else, opening 
a 10,000 -square-foot, 
160-seat restaurant like 
33 Club easily could be 
the project of a lifetime. 
For Jerry Kleiner, it’s all 
in a day’s work. 

That’s not to say that the 3-week-old Old 
Town restaurant, a clubby, bi-level space with 
mahogany-paneled walls and a grand staircase 
dominating the center of the dining room, wasn’t 
a massive undertaking— it took him nearly 16 
months to complete. It’s just that he’s been here 
before, unleashing his signature flair at spots such 
as Carnivale, Marche and Opera, 

Stepping into 33 Club, you have to wonder if 
Kleiner missed the memo about the recession. 
Though the design is more subdued than 
some of his more fantastical spots, 
the word lavish still only begins 
to describe it. From the elegant 
herringbone floors to the 
carefully arranged bottles in 
the floor-to-ceiling display 
case that separates the 
front bar from the main 
dining room, no detail is 
overlooked. And then there’s 
the art: dozens of paintings 
and sketches from Kleiner’s 
personal collection, including the 
huge, io-by-i2-foot “Nonsun Blob A” 
by Chicago artist Wesley Kimler, which domi- 
nates the south wall. 

Though Kleiner hasn’t held back in indulging 
his design side here, he does show some restraint. 
It’s apparent the minute you look at the prices 
on chef Daniel Kelly’s menu. Most entrees are 
$24 or less, and only steaks hit the $30 mark, 

(A lighter menu that includes snacks and sand- 
wiches, served in the 60 -seat front bar, tops out 
at $15; lunch entrees hover around $10,) The 
offerings seem restrained too, A lineup of clas- 
sics starts with dishes such as crab and shrimp 
cocktail ($10), French onion soup ($7) and Caesar 
salad ($8) and proceeds without much fanfare 
to homey plates like roasted chicken ($18) and 


broiled Lake Superior whitefish ($18), 

Perhaps Kleiner has been following the news 
about the economy after all. There’s great 
value here, if you measure such things 
in terms of size. An appetizer por- 
tion of grilled baby lamb chops 
($14) is big enough to serve as 
an entree at some restaurants; 
a hunk of miso-glazed Chilean 
sea bass ($28) was the largest 
piece of fish we’ve been served 
all year, Fyou factor in consis- 
tency, however, the value dips a bit. 
Those lamb chops were inexplicably 
rubbery And while the sweet gingered

Familiar face 

You may recognize Leslie Hunt from 
Idol/ but she’s thriving on her own

When pursuing musical opportunities, Leslie Hunt sometimes doesn’t 
even mention that she gained a certain degree of fame from making the 
‘American Idol” top 20 in 2007. 

If she does mention it, the Ukrainian Village-based singer-songwriter 
often qualifies the reference: “Ithu might remember me from such mon- 
strosities as American Idol,’ ” she’ll say, “where I hilariously made it to 

17th place.” 

Yes, despite the show earning her 
devoted fans in Korea and Sweden, 
Hunt’s not particularly proud of her 
experience on the TV juggernaut— for 
which she calls auditioning “a silly deci- 
sion.” 

Whatever. Hunt, 27, is now on to 
brighter things with the release of her official full-length debut, “Your 
Hair is on Fire,” a sophisticated blend of heartfelt pop (just try to listen 
to ‘American Dream Man” and not hum it all day) and gloomier tracks 
like “Down Day” The record certainly reflects the light and dark sides of 
Hunt, who, with the same people but in different costumes, also plays in 
the prog-rock group District 97. 

Before her CD release show, an eight-months-pregnant Hunt checked 
in to chat about life after “Idol” and how expectant mothers make more 
energetic performers. 

How self-conscious are you on the CTA? Do you assume everyone is 
trying to remember why you look familiar? 

It’s funny It’s been a couple years now, so I’m kinda used to it. But I get 
that a lot, where it’s like, “Oh my gosh! Did you go to school in Miami? 
Were we in the same sorority?” People just come up with these things. 
“Do you work at Applebee’s?” {I’m} just like, “No. Do you watch TV 
though”? “Yeah.” “Do you watch American Idol’ ”? They’re like, “Oh, 
my God!” It usually takes a couple memory jogs on my part. 

How does the Leslie Hunt on “American Idol” compare to 
Leslie Hunt now? 

When I was on the show, I wasn’t really sure what kind of a record 
I would have made. I had been writing, but I didn’t have a product and 
I wasn’t very clear about my artistic image, or the general direction or 
sound that I wanted. I was kind of disillusioned and thought maybe I 
was a soul singer. The producers would say, “So, what kind of a record 
would you make if you won?” And I’m like, “I don’t really know” And 
they were like, “Red flag! Red flag!” So I think that they didn’t really 
show me as much because they were just like, “Oh, she’s not the rocker 
or the big diva that will wear a boa and a long sparkly gown.” How I’m 
different is I know what it is that I’m doing and I’ve got the confidence 
now and the experience and the wherewithal and the good humor to 
put on a really damn good show.

subject we want. ... I’m more into Lady Gaga 
to tell you the truth.

Tell me something random about yourself. 

I’m always out walking my dog, pretty much 
all the time. That’s how I come up with my 
songs; I walk around. I’ve never really written 
a song sitting down before. 

Does your dog get a writing credit? 

My husband is really, really mad at me that I 
didn’t credit {my cocker spaniel Maya] on the 
liner notes, because she’s a huge part of my 
life. I didn’t really thank her because ... she 
knows without me having to put it into words. 
We have a connection.

How 524 recipes and one Web site 
cooked up a book and a movie

Julie Powell says she wasn’t thinking book or movie 
deal when she began blogging her recipe-by-recipe 
adventure through Julia Child’s “Mastering the Art 
of French Cooking.” 

She was just looking for an escape from a series of 
dead-end jobs that had put a damper on her dreams 
of becoming a writer. But Powell found more than 
an outlet with her “Julie & Julia Project.” 


Her blog became a memoir, “Julie and Julia: 
365 Days, 524 Recipes, i Tiny Apartment 
Kitchen,” which was later, “Julie and Julia: 
My Year of Cooking Dangerously,” which 
then inspired “Julie & Julia,” opening Friday 
and starring Meryl Streep and Amy Adams. 

“I had no idea what it was going to do for 
me when I started,” Powell said of her blog, 
which she started in 2002 at age 29. “It was 
really sort of a personal project to cut out a 
piece of my daily existence, purely for me, 
that gave me a creative outlet so the rest of 
my life didn’t seem so stultifying.” 

Few bloggers will come close to Powell’s 
success, especially since there are 133 million 
blogs on the Web, according to Technorati, 
which has kept track since 2002. 

Even Powell admits she was “at the right 
place at the right time.” The blogosphere 
: much smaller place seven years ago. 



making it easier for frustrated secretaries 
like herself and fans of Child to stumble 
upon it. 

“It’s such a challenge to keep up a blog 
now,” said Powell, who blogs only occasion- 
ally now. “It requires a great deal of rigor, 
discipline, a real stick-to-it-ness.” 

Most people are not starting a blog 
to find stardom, according to Jennifer 
McLean of Technorati. Technorati’s State 
of the Blogosphere 2008 report showed the 
top reasons are self-expression and sharing 
expertise, followed by networking and gain- 
ing entry into the media world. 

But there has been a rise in a “professional 
class of bloggers,” McLean said. 

Perezhilton.com had about 2.7 million 
unique visitors in June, according to mar- 
keting research company comScore. Leo 
Babauta, creator of zenhabits.net, had con- 
siderably fewer at 113,000, but he’s one of 



the most influential bloggers out there, 
McLean said. 

People may not find Hilton or Powell fame, 
“but it is amazing to see how many bloggers 
do become quite well known within the nich- 
es that they write about,” Darren Rowse, of 
problogger.net, said. “Blogging certainly has 
the ability to help you grow your profile, but 
it’s usually within an industry or topic.”

Did you know there are about 10,000 known varieties of grapes used to 
make wine? 

That’s according to the “Oxford Companion to Wine,” which notes 
that each has its own unique flavor, color, structure and aroma profile. 

The choice of grape variety often is listed on the label of the wine, but 
in most European countries, government laws require the appellation or 
growing region to be listed instead. In the U.S,, if a grape variety is listed 
on the label, then the wine must be made from at least 75 percent of the 
stated grape— anything less is categorized as a table wine. 

The color of the grapes’ skin determines what color of wine can be 
produced: Generally, white wine is made from green grapes, and red wine 
is made from dark-skinned red grapes. But a white wine can be made 
from red grapes as long as the juice is not allowed to stay in contact with 
the skins. 

As with any other agricultural product, each grape variety comes 
with a specific set of requirements as to where it can be planted. The 
farmer must consider the soil type, climate, water availability and sun 
exposure for a given plot of land and determine what grape variety would 
be best suited to these conditions before planting a vineyard. Certain 
grape varieties such as chardonnay and cabernet sauvignon take well to 
wine-making techniques such as barrel maturation, while other grapes, 
including riesling, are best when made with minimal interference, redeye
